Famous Musical Family 

One of the most famous musi- 
cal families in history was the Bach 
family. Seven continuous genera- 
tions descending from Hans Bach 
(1509-1576) produced many out- 
standing musicians in Germany. It 
is no wonder that the name of 
Bach became synonymous with mu- 
sic. 

Johann Christoph Bach was one 
of twenty. children of Johann. Se- 
bastian Bach. His mother, Johann 
Sebastian’s second wife, Anna Mag- 
dalena, was highly musical and 
wrote down her husband’s music 
when he became blind. 

Johann Christoph Bach’s musical 
treatment ventures away from the 
polyphonic style of his father to- 
ward the homophonic style of 
Haydn and Mozart. He is one of 
the many composers of the pre- 
classic school who form the. link 
of development of music from the 
baroque to the classic period.

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7 THE COOL AND QUIET 
By JOHN LAUE 

As most of us know, the west coast is famous for a brand of music 
that seems to be peculiar to this area. It is called, for lack of a better 
name, West Coast jazz. 

One of the things that many of us don’t know, however, is that the 
bringing together of this brand of jazz with west coast audiences was 
primarily done by one man. 

Howard Rumsey was born on November 7, 1917, in Brawley, Calif. 
While attending school, he spent eight years studying piano from 
a private teacher, learned drums, and was drummer for the Brawley 
municipal band. 

After prohibition was repealed, he went to Los Angeles to study at 
the City college there. Here he added the string bass to-his instrumental 
accomplishments. 

In 1938 he joined Vido Musso’s 17-piece band and traveled with them 
when they played many of the top eastern theaters. It was during this 
period that he befriended Musso’s pianist, Stan Kenton. 

After Musso’s band broke up, Rumson returned to Los Angeles, and, 
finding that Kenton was forming a band there, accepted an invita- 
tion to join. He left the Kenton band in 1942 and returned to the coast, 
playing with many major west coast bands, 

Finally, in 1948, he put on his first jazz concert at the Lighthouse, a 
club at Hermosa Beach, Calif. Before this, modern musicians had not 
been able to find a sympathetic ear onthe west coast and had taken 
to obscure solitary evperimenting. Now, with Rumsey’s lighthouse avail- 
able, they flocked for engagements and were. liked by all. 

Rumsey became one of the most respected citizens of Hermosa Beach. 
Many people who would have never turned out to listen to jazz before 
came to his Lighthouse. He is now a member of the junior chamber of 
commerce and writes a column for the Hermosa paper. 

When passing a record store, be sure to go in and listen to the “Light- 
house All Star” record albums with which Rumsey put Hermosa Beach 
and, in a manner of speaking, the whole west coast, on the musical map.

choruses. It is the narrative of the 
familiar Christmas story of the na- 
tivity. The form of this work is 
that of the cantatas of Johann Se- 
bastian Bach, but the musical style 
is more like that of Mozart. 

Johann Pachelbel, composer of 
“Magnificat in C,” was born in 
Nuremberg, Germany, in 1653. He 
is known primarily for his fine or- 
gan compositions and as a contribu- 
tor to the development of the ba- 
roque style of musical composition 
which reached its greatest heights 
in the works of Johann Sebastian 
Bach. 

Taught Bach 

Pachelbel was a teacher of Jo- 
hann Christoph Bach, an_ older 
brother of the great Johann Se- 
bastian. Among his choral compo- 
sitions besides “Magnificat” have 
been a number of church cantatas. 

“Magnificat” is a large choral 
work for chorus and soprano, alto, 
tenor and bass soloists. The text 
from Luke 1:46-55 comprises the 
grateful words of Mary in praise of 
the Lord when she learns that she 
has been chosen to give birth to Je- 
sus. The music ‘has both the 
chordal and polyphonic texture of 
the baroque period. 

Arcangelo Corelli (1653-1713) was 
not only one of the great compos- 
ers of his age but also one of the 
most appreciated. He was one of 
the first violin virtuosi and part of 
his fame was due to his prowess as 
a violinist. 

The Concerto Grosso Opus 6 No. 
8 is one of the most popular of the 
twelve concerti grossi’ of Corelli. 
It is called the “Christmas Con- 
cert” because of the inscription on 
the title page: ‘‘Fatto per la Notte 
di Natale— Composed for Christ- 
mas Eve.”
